They  were  made  about  2,000  years  ago  by 
artists  who  labored  over  them  for  weeks  and  weeks  until  a  beautiful  design 
was  cut  into  the  hard  material.  They  are  all  different.  Each  artist,  in 
various  times  and  places,  had  his  own  conceptions  for  portraying  his  gods 
or  whatever  else  he  had  in  mind.  They  were  found  in  excavations  in  Europe 
and  Asia.  They  do  not  have  the  original  mountings  because  if  the  mountings 
were  of  gold,  they  were  usually  detached  and  separately  sold,  or  if  of  bronze, 
the  metal  had  generally  corroded  and  was  thrown  away. 

These  gems  are  the  delight  of  many  collectors.  The  former  owner  of 
this  collection  was  such  an  admirer  of  them  that  he  mounted  each  piece 
on  a  small  gold  pin  about  one  inch  long. 

We  now  offer  our  friends  these  original,  beautiful  gems  reasonably 
priced  and  which  can  readily  be  mounted  again  as  a  piece  of  attractive 
jewelry.  Wouldn’t  it  be  fascinating  to  wear  a  ring  with  a  stone  that  may 
have  once  been  worn  by  a  Roman  Emperor  or  Senator,  or  one  of  the  great 
ladies  of  ancient  times?  Incidentally,  you  can  make  no  better  gift  than  one 
of  these  gems  appropriately  mounted. 

All  pieces  are  semi-precious  stones.  The  designs  are  cut  in  intaglio, 
except  lots  Nos.  3,  15  and  62  which  are  cameos,  and  80,  82  and  8  3  which 
are  scarabs. 

Measurements  in  millimeters  include  the  gold  mounting  of  about  1  mm.
